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Ford vows 
to battle 
crime rate 


MIAMI (UPI) — President Ford said 
today if he is elected in November the 
first 100 days of his new term will be 
spent rallying Americans in a battle 
against crime. 
Ford told a national police chiefs con­ 
vention he had asked the Democratic- 
controlled Congress in the past to enact 
laws requiring minimum sentences for 
professional criminals, increasing the 
number of judges and reimbursing crime 
victims. “The Congress has done no­ 
thing,“ he said. 
The President was cheered and 
enthusiastically applauded when he 
delivered his hardhitting war-on-crime 
speech at a Miami Beach hotel. 
He won his wildest ovation when he 
said, “It is time to give the streets back 
to law abiding citizens, and to put the 
criminals behind bars.” 
Ford's anticrime speech and meetings 
with Southern Republican leaders in 
Miami completed a three day riverboat, 
motorcade and airplane march through 
Louisiana, Alabama, and Florida aimed 
at striking at Jimmy Carter in his native 
South. He arranged to return to the 
White House tonight. 
Ford appeared Sunday with two 
Democratic governors officially pledged 
to Carter, Alabama’s George C. Wallace, 
and Clif Finch of Louisiana. 
The televised endorsement of Ford 
Sunday night in Mobile, Ala., by 
Alabama football coach Paul “ Bear” 
Bryant was welcomed by Ford’s aides. 
Ford told the National Association of 
Chiefs of Police he would sign the Public 
Safety Officers’ Benefits Act of 1976 
later this week. The bill pays $50,000 to 
the survivors of any public safety officer 
who is killed in the line of duty. 
“ I serve notice today that a top 
priority of the first 100 days beginning 
with inauguration day of the Ford ad- 
minstration next January will be the 
rallying of America behind federal an­ 
ticrime legislation,” he declared. 


He also said that he would recommend 
“strict controls and more stringent 
penalties to stamp out the threat of 
political terrorism which is totally alien 
to American ideals.”

During the free trial, some 1,500 pas­ 
sengers were carried.

Sept. 16. 29 passengers for the entire 
day; 17th, 21 passengers; 18th. 25; 19th 
(Sunday, limited hours), 7; 20th, 19; 21st, 
13; 22nd, 10; 23rd. 12. 
“During the trial period,” Crowder 
said, “the buses were so loaded that it 
was not possible for many who wanted to 
ride to get aboard. Since the fare is being 
charged, the buses are not overloaded 
and are running very close to scheduled 
times.” 


Crowder said that the transit office 
and the Transportation Committee are 
interested in hearing suggestions and 
requests for changes that will better 
serve the public. 


“We still feel that there are a lot of 
people who don’t know about the 
availability of the buses,” Crowder said. 
“We also know from our experience with 
the seniors' bus that the elderly don’t 
ride as much this time of the month 
because they are broke. 


“In our contact with other systems, we 
have been told that it takes time to build 
up a transportation program from 
scratch We are hoping, naturally, that 
we could build a little faster since we are 
on a 10-month trial,” Crowder said.

Two fragments of fiscal news out of 
the nation’s capital today have resulted 
in some high-powered finger-crossing in 
Lompoc. 
In his weekly telephonic news con­ 
ference, Congressman Robert Lagomar- 
sino told The Record this morning that 
he would be surprised if President 
Gerald Ford doesn’t veto the appropria­ 
tions bill for the Public Works Employ­ 
ment Act of 1976, recently given final ap­ 
proval by both houses of Congress. 
It is in anticipation of favorable ac­ 
tion by the President on the appropria­ 
tions bill that the City of Lompoc has 
prepared funding applications for four 
projects, including a new three million 
gallon reservoir and a new city hall. 
There is a meeting scheduled Tuesday 
at 7:30 p.m. at city hall between the city 
council and the Civic Building Commit­ 
tee, Planning Commission, Parks and 
R ecreation Com m ission and the 
Architectural Review Committee to con­ 
sider specific plans for the new city hall 
which is proposed to be built in Floresta 
Park. 
A second development that would af­ 
fect Lompoc’s treasury is that the 
legislation to extend federal revenue 
sharing is still in a conference committee 
to work out differences between the 
House and Senate versions. The House, 
at least, is looking toward adjournment 
by this coming Friday or Saturday, and if 
the action is not completed by then, the 
measure would die for this session. The 
result would be that revenue sharing, 
funded only through December 31 of this 
year, would come to an abrupt end. 
“ I would find it reprehensible if 
Congress adjourned without extending 
revenue sharing.” Lagomarisno said, in­ 
dicating at the same time that it already 
has been conceded on Capitol Hill that 
there is no way that all of the proposed 
legislation is going to be able to get final 
action before adjournment. 
Lagomarsino based his speculation on 
the President's reaction to the public 
works appropriation on the fact that it 
contains “far more money” than Ford 
had indicated he wanted in the bill as 
well as the “countercyclical” provisions 
it contains. 
Title 1 of the bill would provide some 
$2 billion for public works projects that 
would put construction workers on the 
job on buildings that cities would not be 
able to construct without such a federal 
grant. Applications designating the 
project and the amount to be spent must 
be made within a tight time frame 
Title II. the so-called ‘‘counter­ 
cyclical” provision, would bring applica­ 
tion forms automatically to cities which 
would then submit them to the Revenue 
Sharing office, the agency chosen to ad­ 
minister the funds 
These funds then would be allocated to 
all eligible cities on the basis of their un­ 
employment rate in the quarter prior to 
the date of application. 
The funds would be used for antireces­ 
sionary measures designed to reverse 
the cycle of unemployment that has hit 
the nation They would be used to “main­ 
tain basic services’’ and could not be 
used for supplies or construction, unless, 
according to the provisions of the bill, 
such supplies or construction are needed 
to maintain basic services. 
Lagomarsino said the $1.25 million 
earmarked for Title II is known to be 
objectionable to President Ford, as is 
another $500 million in sewer grants in­ 
cluded in the bill. 
One of Lompoc’s proposed projects un­ 
der the Title I funding is for storm drain 
work 
President Ford vetoed the legislation 
three times before it became law, having 
been passed over his third veto in July. 
He still could kill the measure by vetoing 
or failing to sign the appropriation bill. 
With Congress adjourning, the fate of the 
funding would be in doubt. 
In Lompoc, meanwhile, City Ad­ 
ministrator Gene L Wahlers said the 
city must proceed with the applications 
on the assumption that the President will 
sign the bill or that, if he vetoes it, 
Congress will return after the election 
and override the veto. 
“ We have to be prepared.” said 
Wahlers “These projects all are things 
that are going to have to be done even­ 
tually, so we really will not have wasted 
any funding by proceeding with the 
preparation of plans. 
“If we were not prepared and the 
funding did become available, we would 


be in a poor position and people would be 
asking us why we weren’t ready.” 
Wahlers noted that the National 
League of Cities has conducted regional 
metings all over the country — he at­ 
tended one in San Francisco — at which 
eligible cities have been given instruc­ 
tions on how to gear up for making ap­ 
plications for the PWEA funds. 
“ There could be quite a reaction 
across the country if the President 
doesn’t sign the bill or if he vetoes it,” 
Wahlers said. 
The city administrator also expressed 
concern over the fate of the revenue 


sharing proposal. While the city has not 
based any of its programs on the receipt 
of revenue sharing beyond December 31 
this year, the impact still would be felt 
from the loss of the revenue, since the 
cost of services paid for by this revenue 
w ill have to be m ade up from 
somewhere. 
“To allow legislation such as this to die 
because of inaction would be a crime 
against the people,” Wahlers said. 
“They’ve been elected to serve the peo­ 
ple, and to let something this important 
get away would not be carrying out their 
mandate.” he added. 
Smith blames Soviets 
for rule rejection 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia (UPI) - 
Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian Smith 
said today the partial rejection of 
American majority rule proposals by 
black African nations may mean that 
“ the Communists are calling the tune in 
those parts.” 
Smith's remarks to reporters outside 
his office came one day after the five 
presidents of southern Africa’s so-called 
black “front line” states turned down a 
proposal to convene a constitutional con­ 
ference inside Rhodesia to discuss the 
transfer of power to majority blacks. 
This appeared to represent partial 
rejection of a six-point plan laid down 
last week by Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger and accepted by Smith's 
government Friday. 
“ It looks as though maybe the Com­ 
munists are calling the tune in those 
parts,” Smith said “We will have to 
wait and see what the free world is going 
to do about it now.” 
Rhodesian Foreign Minister P.K Van 
Der Byl said Sunday it was now up to the 
United States and South Africa to patch 
up the American-negotiated agreement. 
The five presidents said in Lusaka. 
Zambia Sunday the proposals “ if ac­ 
cepted, would be tantamount to legaliz­ 
ing the colonialist and racist structure of 
power” and reaffirmed their commit­ 
ment to “ the cause of liberation” and 
"the armed struggle.” 
But their statement did not reject the 
proposals and Britain, hopeful of salvag­ 
ing the plan, offered to organize a con­ 


stitutional conference on the future of 
Rhodesia. 
The dispute appeared to center on the 
location and makeup of a conference to 
set up a transitional government for 
Rhodesia until black majority rule is es­ 
tablished within two years. 
The key proposal in Kissinger’s six- 
point plan called for representatives of 
the government to meet with black 
Rhodesian leaders to create an interim 
government. Smith had said he hoped to 
have such a meeting this week. 
The interim government would have 
been ruled by a council of state, made up 
of an equal number of blacks and whites, 
charged with drafting a black majority 
rule constitution within two years. 
Smith, in accepting the principle of 
majority rule, said one positive aspect of 
his acceptance was that the new con­ 
stitution would be drafted in Rhodesia by 
Rhodesians. That stipulation, though, 
does not appear in the actual Kissinger 
proposals 
The black presidents of Angola, 
Botswana. Mozambique, Tanzania and 
Zambia, however, said Britain — the 
one-tim e colonial authority over 
Rhodesia — should convene the con­ 
stitutional conference and that only the 
“ authentic and legitimate represen­ 
tatives of the people” be called, meaning 
the Smith regime should be excluded. 
In London. Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Cr os land said Britain is prepared to 
organize a constitutional conference, but 
did not mention excluding the Smith 
government. 
Terrorists hanged today 
in Damascus ceremony 


DAMASCUS, Syria (UPI) - Three 
pro-Palestinian terrorists, who shot their 
way into a downtown luxury hotel, took 
90 hostages, and held off police for four 
hours with a barrage of machine-gun 
fire, were hanged today in a public 
ceremony outside the same building 
The three were captured —- and their 
leader was killed — by Syrian troops, 
who stormed the internationally known 
Sami ram is Hotel, Sunday. Damascus 
Radio said four hostages died during the 
gunbattle and another 34 persons, in­ 
cluding four Americans, were injured 
Unofficial reports said police and 
troops also suffered casualties 
The three captured guerrillas, two 
carrying Jordanian passports and one 
with Iraqi papers, said on Syrian televi­ 
sion Sunday night they were members of 
the A1 Fatah Palestinian guerrilla group 
— the largest under the Palestine 
Liberation Organization 
A PLO and Fatah spokesman in Beirut 
denied “any connection” with the hotel 
seizure. 
The guerrillas said their main objec­ 
tive had been to force Syrian authorities 
to releas? 33 persons held on bombing 
and other terrorism charges stemming 


from a series of recent attacks on movie 
theaters, shops and government buil­ 
dings 
“We had specific instructions to kill 
the hostages and blow up the hotel if our 
demands were not met,” one of the 
guerrillas said 
They said they had 
received training in Baghdad. 
Damascus Radio said they were 
charged with “ crim es against the 
security and integrity of our people” and 
the verdict of death by hanging — outside 
the same building they had invaded less 
than 24 hours earlier — was approved by 
President Hafez Assad. 
Hundreds of Damascus citizens who 
learned about the hangings from an early 
morning broadcast went to see the dead 
terrorists Government sources said the 
bodies would remain hanging on the 
gallows until mid-morning. 
In a statement broadcast early today, 
Assad criticized the “behavior of some 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
leaders whose main concern is to attack 
Syria.” 
Syria and the PLO have been battling 
in Lebanon since last spring, when 
Damascus sent 15,000 troops across the 
border into Lebanon

Under Secretary of State for Economic 
Affairs William Rogers told a news con­ 
ference that the State Department has 
heard within the last 24 hours from the 
African presidents who had issued a 
statement in Lusaka over the weekend 
which seemed to reject the package that 
Kissinger negotiated for majority black 
rule in Rhodesia . 
Rogers was on the African shuttle and 
was intimately involved with every step 
of the negotiations 
He said, "The African presidents have 
accepted the overall package 
They 
come to the constitutional conference 
with no preconditions They want to talk 
about some details.” 
“They expressed gratitude for the U S 


efforts and all (the African presidents) 
have stressed that the matter is ‘on 
track,” ’ Rogers 
“One leading president at the Lusaka 
conference stressed to us that they have 
not rejected the proposal and said they 
were pleased we do not reject the Lusaka 
statement.” 
The five presidents — of Botswana, 
Angola, Zambia, Mozambique and Tan­ 
zania — said on Sunday that the 
proposals, as outlined by Rhodesian 
Prime Minister lan Smith, “would be 
tantamount to legalizing the colonialist 
and racist structures of power.”

Sewer plan 
gets approval 


County health officials have 
given assurance that a proposed 
sewer effluent disposal facility 
for a 6.28 acre Santa Ynez 
Valley property involved in a 
property division application is 
not seen as presenting health 
problems to neighboring resi­ 
dents. 


County Environmental Coor­ 
dinator Albert F. Reynolds 
ruled that a negative en­ 
vironmental impact declaration 
on behalf of the lot split plan 
with Alvin Lee Reece as appli­ 
cant was complete, with the in­ 
put from the health officials in 
reply to the letter of concern 
from neighboring resident Art 
Walker 


Walker said he feared there 
might be contamination of a 
well to the north of the property 
on Calzada Ave involved in the 
lot split proposal. Hie well 
serves three families 


Health officials determined 
the proposed dry well for sewer 
effluent disposal would be dis­ 
tance enough from the well to 
avoid contamination. The appli­ 
cant is asking the property be 
split into four parcels ranging 
from one acre to three acres for 
building sites. The site is one 
half mile north of the town of 
Santa Ynez 


Also ruled as complete to go 
to county decision makers was 
a negative declaration on behalf 
of a proposed property division 
as sought by Dean W. Gilchrist 
in the Santa Ynez area. The 9.98 
property would be cut into three 
one-acre parcels and a 6 98 acre 
parcel. It is on the east side of 
Calzada Ave., north of Pine St. 


and union members getting

"They felt it would be 
cheaper to send out the mass 
mailings," said Slocum, speak­ 
ing of the Secretary of State and 
union offices.

Slocum said those newly 
registered by

pass along any card they get 
from the sta te or union 
headquarters to a friend who 
isn’t registered.” 
The election office had given 
out 15,000 or more cards to 
central com m ittees of the 
major parties, along with thou­ 
sands more to industrial and 
business firms, and other out­ 
lets. 
The new snafu has come at an 
inopportune time for the county 
election officials, who report 
they now are receiving as many 
as 500 new postcard registra­ 
tions a day as the drive to get 
thousands of new registrants 


hits a peak. Last Monday, 1,800 
cards came in to the County 
Courthouse office in Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
Slocum emphasized that ear­ 
ly registration is a must, if 
voters want to be registered for 
the General Election. The new 
postcard forms for those not 
now r e g ist e r e d m ust be 
received by the county election 
offices by midnight Monday. 
Oct. 4. 
Election office staffs will be 
on duty to the midnight hour to 
receive them. Cards can be 
turned in to the Santa Maria 
and Lompoc offices, as well as 
Santa Barbara.

Ford's domestic program 


THE BETTER HALF 
By Barnes 
PORTLAND. Ore. (U P I) - 
Jim m y Carter, likening his 
economic policies to those of 
the late John Kennedy and 
Lyndon Johnson, today told a 
labor audience President 
Ford’s domestic programs are 
much like those Republicans 
used in the Great Depression 
and the recessions during the 
Richard Nixon Administration. 
Addressing a regional labor 
meeting, Carter said 26 million 
Americans “ cannot earn an 
adequate income” under the 
Nixon and Ford policies. He 
credited the Kennedy and 
Johnson Administrations with 
cutting the percentage of 
Americans living below the 
poverty level by nearly half 
before Nixon took office. 
Throughout his speech to the 
labor leaders. Carter pointedly 
linked Ford's name to Nixon’s 
and Herbert Hoover, while 
casting his own fiscal outlook in 
the mold of Kennedy’s New 
Frontier and Johnson’s Great 
Society. 
Carter based his prepared 
remarks on U.S. Census Bureau 
figures, which during the 
weekend reported that 2.5 
million more Americans fell 
below the poverty line in 1975, 
the largest increase in the 17 
years that the bureau has been 
keeping the figures. 
“ Mr. Nixon and Mr. Ford 
have made these people poorer 
in the same way Mr. Hoover in 
the 1930s—by denying them the 
chance to work,” Carter said. 
“ The Republicans pay lip ser­ 
vice to work, but veto bills that 
would create jobs. They have 
become the party not of work, 
but of welfare.” 
The Democratic presidential 
nominee concentrated on eco­ 
nomic figures he had stressed 
throughout his Western swing 
following the first of the Ford- 
Carter debates last Thursday in 
Philadelphia 
He also made a point of prais­ 
ing Johnson, as he had done 
earlier, hoping to soothe ruffled 
tem p ers 
of 
lo ng-tim e 
Democrats he may have of­ 
fended with rem arks in a 
forth com ing 
“ P la y b o y ” 
magazine interview in which he 
said both Nixon and Johnson 
lied and cheated in foreign 
policy. 
Carter said each one per cent 
of unemployment costs the na­ 
tion $17 billion in welfare costs 
and lost income taxes. 
“ Since under Mr Ford we 
have had the highest unemploy­ 
ment since the Great Depres­ 
sion. it is no surprise that we 
have also had the largest 
deficits in history ”

15 die in AF crash; 
11 in private plane

An Air Force tanker slam­ 
med into a wooded area of 
Michigan's Upper Peninusla 
Sunday, killing 15 of the 20 men 
aboard, and an executive jet 
crashed near a Hot Springs, 
Va., airfield, killing all 11 
persons aboard. 
The two crashes were among 
a half dozen weekend air acci­ 
dents that killed 36 persons and 
injured half a dozen. 
Five of the accidents oc­ 
curred Sunday and-accounted 
for 32 of the deaths. 
An Air Force KC135 tanker, 
carrying 15 passengers and a 
crew of five on a routine train­ 
ing flight from K.I. Sawyer Air 
Force base in Michigan’s Upper 
Peninsula to Offutt Air Force 
base in Nebraska, crashed into 
a densely wooded swamp area 
near Alpena, Mich. 
The fuselage gouged a 100- 
foot crater in the ground and 
wreckage was strewn along a 
50-yard wide path for more than 
half a mile. 


Fifteen of the 20 occupants of 
the plane were killed. Four of 
the five survivors were in 
serious but stable condition and 
the fifth in good condition. 


Elm er Liske, 48. a Hubbard 
Lake farmer, said he saw the 
plane flying low over the 
treetops while he was walking 
across his front yard about 8:30

a.m. EDT Sunday. 
“ It suddenly started to 
down,” Liske said. “ It blew up, 
and I saw a big ball of fire, and 
then it exploded several more 
times.”

Trade 
deficit 
posted 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - De­ 
spite a major reduction in oil 
imports, the United States 
posted its third largest interna­ 
tional trade deficit in August, 
the government said today. 
In its monthly report on 
trade, the Commerce Depart­ 
ment said the nation imported 
$757.7 million more in goods 
than it exported last month, 
marking the seventh time this 
year the country has recorded a 
trade deficit 
Aided by a $256 2 million 
decline in petroleum imports, 
overall imports dropped by 3 7 
per cent or $403 million in 
August to a seasonably adjust­ 
ed annual rate of $10 44 billion, 
the department said 
Exports also registered a 
decline, dropping 3 3 per cent or 
$334 million to $9 69 billion 
The result was the nation s 
third largest deficit ever — out­ 
done only by Ju ly’s deficit of 
$827.1 million and the record 
$887 8 million deficit recorded 
in August, 1974. 
The 3 7 per cent decline in im­ 
ports followed Ju ly’s 7.5 per 
cent increase which had left im­ 
ports at their highest level in 
the nation s history 
The Commerce Department 
said “ all major import catego­ 
ries” showed declines with the 
exception of a small rise of $17 
million in animals and vegeta­ 
ble oils 
On the export side, the only 
major category recording an in­ 
crease was in food and live 
animals which was up $39 2 
m illion from the previous 
mryith This came largely as a 
result of a $109 2 million in­ 
crease in wheat exports, which 
counteracted declines in rice 
and com exports 


BEIR U T . Lebanon (U P I) - 
Christian snipers today opened 
fire on the buffer zone between 
Christian and Moslem Beirut, 
preventing President Elias Sar­ 
kis from meeting with Pales­ 
tinian guerrilla chief Yasser 
Arafat and other leftist leaders.

newspapers reported. 
The newspapers said news­ 
men were barred access to the 
Americans and officials at the 
Japanese A ir Self-Defense 
Force base in Hyakuri refused 
to discuss their presence. 
Defense agency sources said 
full-scale investigations of the 
S o v ie t 
U n io n 's 
m ost 
sophisticated fighter plane 
began Saturday at the base with 
American experts assisting 
Japanese military and com­ 
mercial aircraft engineers. 
The MIG25 Foxbat was flown 
to a northern Japanese com­ 
mercial airport Sept. 6 by a 
defecting Soviet air force pilot. 
The plane was dismantled there 
and taken to Hyakuri base 
aboard a giant U S C5 Galaxy 
transport plane early Saturday. 
The newspapers said the 
Americans in white overalls' 
were spotted having lunch at a 
dining room at the base, about 
55 miles northeast of Tokyo.

New Mars 
photos 
examined 


PASADENA (U P I) - Scien­ 
tists today examined pictures 
from Mars detailing the soil 
digging sequence of an impor­ 
tant organic experiment that 
could answer questions about 
life on the red planet. 
Five of 10 pictures received 
at the Je t Propulsion Laborato­ 
ry Sunday showed the sequence 
of the important “ soil scoop” 
that digs up the Martian land 
for experiments aboard the Vik­ 
ing 2 lander. 
The pictures help confirm 
that the important scoop is 
working properly. 
Data from the first test in the 
organic experiment from the 
Viking 1 lander was expected 
Wednesday and scientists said 
they were very excited about 
seeing the test results. 
Scientists have already re­ 
ceived background count data 
from two biology tests that rely 
on radioactivity. However, no 
results from actual experi­ 
ments on that were expected 
until Wednesday. 
“ Naturally, we’re very eager 
to see what we have,” one 
spokesman commented. 
Two of the pictures received 
Sunday showed the scoop on the 
red surface of Mars, a third 
showed a collector head in the 
surface and another was of the 
scoop dumping the soil into the 
test chamber. The fifth picture 
was of the trench after the soil 
had been scraped up. 
The soil taken was for the gas 
chromatograph mass spec­ 
trom eter. which looks for 
carbon 
molecules. Scientists 
said signs of these carbon 
molecules are needed to con­ 
firm microorganisms. 
The other pictures included a 
black and white panorama of 
the surface and two color shots 
of the surface and the top of the 
Viking 2 lander. 
In another experiment Satur­ 
day, the lander delivered a 
fresh soil sample to an organic 
analysis instrument and confir­ 
mation was sent back to earth 
via a relay with the Viking 1 or- 
bitor. 


This confirmation also tested 
how the relay-link would work 
between the two crafts By us­ 
ing the Viking 1 orbiter to relay 
information from the Viking 2 
lander, a second orbiter could 
be utilized for a photographic 
mission over the north pole of

The demonstrators stormed

WASHINGTON (U P I) - It is 
adjournment week for Con­ 
gress, barring unforeseen de­ 
lays, and members face a busy 
five days with votes expected 
on foreign aid, possible veto 
overrides and a move in the 
House to expel one member. 
The House, joining the Senate 
in the drive for final adjourn­ 
ment of the 94th Congress by 
Oct. 2, set as its final business 
Friday a vote on whether to ex­ 
pel Rep. Andrew Hinshaw, R- 
Calif., because of his conviction 
for taking bribes while he was 
the Orange county (Calif.) tax 
assessor. 
Rep. Charles Wiggins, R- 
Calif., drafted the expulsion 
resolution which, if passed on a 
simple majority vote, would be 
the first such action since 1967 
when Adam Clayton Powell was 
thrown out of the House for 
misuse of committee funds. 
Before the Hinshaw matter at 
week's end, the House planned 
to take up the foreign aid ap­ 
propriations measure, which 
totals $5.1 billion for the 1977 
fiscal year starting Oct. 1. 
As a contingency, a resolution 
that would continue funding at 
last year's level until March, 
1977, of any program not getting 
its 1977 appropriations will be 
brought up after the foreign aid 
measure. 


This so-called “ continuing 
resolution.” also would be in 
place if Congress fails to 
override President Ford’s ex­ 
pected veto of the big Labor- 


Health, Education and Welfare 
money bill now on his desk. 
Ford may also decide this 
week about signing the massive 
tax revision bill, a $3.7 billion 
public works employment ap­ 
propriations measure and a 
one-year extension of the public 
service jobs program, the latter 
two being the major Democrat­ 
ic election-year programs to 
fight unemployment.

Council fears aluminum 
firms halt competition 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
Three aluminum producers — 
Alcoa, Reynolds and Kaiser — 
were able to raise prices during 
the recession, an action the 
Council on Wage and Price 
Stability says indicates they are 
close to pinching off competi­ 
tion. 
But the council, a White 
House price-watching agency, 
stopped short of saying the 
three corporations were guilty 
of wrongdoing. 
The three control 70 per cent 
of the aluminum industry. 
Aluminum is a basic metal used 
in products ranging from cars 
to household appliances. 
The council discussed the 
strength of the industry giants 
in a study begun 20 months ago 


and reportedly released before 
the presidential election to 
avoid charges it was restrained 
for political reasons. 
Administration sources said 
there were “ instances of pres­ 
sure” from the Oval Office, es­ 
pecially in regard to sections of 
the report that dealt with 
breaking up aluminum corpora­ 
tions. 
The council published 243 
pages, but deleted another 350 
pages from the original text, in­ 
cluding references to proposals 
that the three aluminum giants 
should be broken up to increase 
competition. 
Lilley confirmed the propos­ 
als originally were made, but 
said they were removed for 
lack of evidence that the in­ 


dustry actually was anticom­ 
petitive and because the effect 
of breaking up the companies 
had not been considered. 


“ The evidence was simply 
not there to sustain such a 
strong statement,” he said. Ex­ 
perts from both industry and 
academia argued that the 
divestiture statements should 
be removed.

Ullman met with Carter for 
about 40 minutes shortly after 
Carter arrived in Portland for 
several campaign appearances 
today before taking his cam­ 
paign to Illinois. 
Ullman told Carter that the 
new tax reform bill just passed 
by Congress will cure many of 
the problems Carter has been 
complaining about. “ In this tax 
bill we've cleaned up those mat­ 
ters pretty well and I think the 
governor and I have com­ 
m unicated w ell on th at,” 
Ullman reported. “ We’ve nar­ 
rowed our differences to the 
point where they really aren’t 
differences any more ” 
Carter has objected to what 
he considers tax loopholes for 
American companies doing 
business abroad, but Ullman 
said the tax benefits that will be 
left after the tax bill is signed 
are “ justifiable ” 
“ We have moved strongly on 
DISC (Domestic International 
Sales Corporations) and elimi­ 
nated most of the abuse. I 
believe that what we have left 
is justifiable, and the same with 
tax deferral and foreign tax 
credits 
We've closed down 
very tightly on them,” Ullman 
said. 
Ullman said Carter indicated 
approval of the bill. “ He is sym­ 
pathetic about the thrust of the 
tax bill and I think maybe he un­ 
derstands our point of view on 
the hill " 
Ullman said he and Carter did 
not discuss Carter’s hopes for 
reducing the nation's un­ 
employment rate to 4.5 per 
cent, but in response to ques­ 
tions from reporters Ullman 
said he does not think that goal 
can be achieved in less than 
four years 


Kidnaped Fla. wife found safe

Edith Burton, 22, 
led a group of F B I agents and 
deputies early Sunday to a 
wooded area where Mrs. Jaffa 
was found tied to a pine tree 
She had gone nearly four days 
without food or drink and was 
weak and dehydrated, but Jaffa 
said his wife was in “ fantastic, 
remarkable shape.” She was 
hospitalized in satisfactory con­ 
dition 
“ 1 am the happiest human be­ 
ing around.” said Jaffa, who 
had pleaded on television for 
the kidnapers to return his wife 


unharmed. 
Jaffa briefly visited his wife 
Sunday along with their chil­ 
dren. Scot, 14, and Ilese. 11, and 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Chester Colen of Detroit, Mich. 
Assistant U.S. Attorney John 
Daley said the kidnaper had 
posed as a policeman when he 
knocked on the Jaffa door and 
abducted the woman about 9 
a.m. last Wednesday.

Red Cross 
reports on 
achievements 


Life support certificates were issued 
to 7,064 persons by Santa Barbara County 
chapter, American Red Cross, in the 
fiscal year ended June 30 — an increase 
of 25.62 per cent over the previous 
report. 


The chapter issued 3,413 certificates in 
first aid, a 30 per cent increase, and 
volunteer instructors taught 
239 
courses, up 45 per cent 


In water safety, Red Cross issued 712 
certificates to beginning swimmers in 
118 courses In 101 classes, 460 cer­ 
tificates were awarded to advanced 
beginners, and in 77 intermediate swim­ 
ming classes, 338 were certified. In 60 
courses for “ swimmers,” 176 cer­ 
tificates were issued. 
Nine categories of water safety in­ 
struction resulted in the award of 1,264 
certificates: basic water safety, 30; 
basic rescue, 88; advanced lifesaving, 
742; advanced lifesaving review, 68, 
basic swimming instructor, 1; water 
safety instructor, 193; instructor of 
swimming for handicapped, 5; instructor 
reviews, 129 
The number of small craft courses 
given more than doubled — 43 vs 20. The 
number of certificates given rose from 
290 to 662. In six groups on basic canoe­ 
ing, 71 certificates were given. 
Motor transport service in the Santa 
Barbara District continued popular with 
17 drivers making 2,934 trips and driving 
28,468 miles transporting elderly and 
handicapped persons to and from clinics, 
hospitals and medical/dental offices.

'Cannons/ shrill sounds ward 
off bird raids on vineyards 


If you hear the sound of a 
“ cannon' going off or a clatter­ 
ing. shrill bird call filling the 
air as you drive past one of the 
Santa Ynez Valley’s vineyards, 
don’t be alarmed They are but 
a couple of devices being used 
bv growers to ward off raiding 
birds from devouring the crop 
According to viticutturalists 
in the valiey. grapes are a 
favorite fruit for two birds in 
particular the starling and the 
linnet 
Both of these birds 
gather near the vineyards in 
large numbers about the time 
the red grapes begin turning 
As the sugar content in­ 
creases. the number of birds 
goes up proportionately 
One grower said “ there is 
really no way to eliminate the 
bird problem, but if no control 
methods are adopted, the birds 
can destroy the entire grape 
crop " 
Starlings eat the whole grape 
and can strip a grape vine in 
minutes 
They usually con­ 
gregate in trees or on power 
lines and fences Hundreds, and 
even thousands, of birds “ dive 
bomb” and strip an area in the 
vineyard 
Linnets peck at the grapes, 
causing them to spoil They fly 
low among the grape vines and 
seem to act independently of 
each other 
Growers say a variety of con­ 
trol methods can be used in­ 
cluding

simulated bird calls 
These expensive m achines 
bro ad cast “ d is a s te r ’’ calls 
every few minutes across the 
vineyard 
2 Noise guns are used to 


s t i r up th e b ir d s

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Dole gets advice 
from two of best 


Potential voters not signing up despite postcard efforts 


NEWPORT BEACH. Calif. 
(UP1) — Robert D ole, a 
seasoned political pro himself, 
got advice during the weekend 
from two of the best. 
First. John Connally, who 
wanted Dole’s position as the 
Republican vice presidential 
candidate, told him to slow 
down the pace of his campaign 
and to concentrate on two or 
three media events a day. 
Then Ronald Reagan, who 
wanted President Ford’s posi­ 
tion as the presidential can­ 
didate. told him not to seek 
California's 45 electoral votes 
by meeting as many people as 
possible but “to use the media’’ 
toward that end. 
Dole Hbs a full week of fast- 
paced campaigning ahead. But 
he indicated Sunday he might in 
fact slow the campaign that has 
lurched from leisu rely to 
frenetic and back again. 
After two days of speaking 
before m ainly sym pathetic 
audiences in San Diego and Los 
Angeles. Dole took two days 
off. Saturday he met with Con­ 
nally in Anaheim and Reagan at 
the former governor’s Pacific 
Palisades home. 
Sunday, he attended a drive- 
in church service and treated 


the press and his staff to a hot 
dog and hamburger party at the 
posh Balboa Bay Club. 
Dole was to fly to Illinois to­ 
day for a p p e a r a n c e s at 
Augustana College in Moline 
and Quincy College in Quincy. 
The Kansas senator said Sun­ 
day. in response to questions 
about the Connally and Reagan 
advice. “I had the feeling you 
can see everybody if you just 
keep going.'' 
From now on, he said, “what 
you may see is more news­ 
paper, radio and tv interviews 
rather than going to so many 
events where you only get 200 or 
300 people." 
He said Connally “didn't say 
it (the campaign) appears dis­ 
organized. He was highly com­ 
plimentary. He thought we 
might be stretched too far.” 
Reagan told reporters, “My 
main advice in California was 
that in a state this large you are 
almost forced to use the media. 
This is far more effective. 
There isn't time in a national 
campaign to cover a state like 
California. 
“You've got to use the media 
and that is with advertising and 
so forth and get your message 
on the media.’’ 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Despite a new postcard regis­ 
tration, potential voters are not 
signing up in record numbers 
for the Nov. 2 general election. 
A survey of several of the 
largest counties in the state 
shows registration is still 
behind 1972 and 1974 levels even 
though Caifornians can sign up 
more easlily. 
Election officials reported 
relatively minor snafus with 
the exception of Sacramento 
County, where an effort by 
organized labor and local 
Dem ocrats caused an ava­ 
lanche of work for county 
workers. 
A1 Olson, registrar in Orange 


County, said “there was tre­ 
mendous attrition after the 
November 1974 election,” and 
that registrtion still lags behind 
the total for that year. 
Latest figures, Olson said, 
show 377,387 r e g iste r e d 
R ep ub lican s and 359,336 
Democrats with 54,432 who 
declined to state a preference. 
But the total signup this year 
is 796,389 — compared with 
812,000 in 197*. 
In Santa Clara County, 
registrar George Mann agreed 
with Olson. "We’re not getting 
as many (postcards) as we 
would like to in order to get 
registration back up to where it 
was two or four years ago. All 


the reports I’ve seen indicate 
the desire to register just isn’t 
there.” 
In San Diego County, Assist­ 
ant Registrar Keith Boyer 
reported 
that approximately 
230,000 of the postcards have 
been sent “out in the field” 
since Aug. 1 and about 4 per 
cent had been returned. He said 
between Aug. 1 and Sept. 21, 42 
per cent of all registrations 
were by postcards. 
Boyer said that even though 
the error rate among postcard 
registrations was higher than 
that of the traditional system, it 
was not significant. 
Leonard Pannish, registrar 
for Los Angeles County, said 


about 33 per cent of the new 
registrations this month have 
been postcards and agreed with 
Boyer that the error rate was 
less than expected. 
“We were surprised to see 
the rate of error is much less 
than we had expected,” Pan­ 
nish said. “With further infor­ 
mation and education about the 
system it should work out.” 
But in Sacramento County, a 
mass mailing of the cards by 
labor and local Democratic 
groups caused a flood of 
problems for registrar Carol J. 
Stick. 
Ms. Stick said many of the 
cards were sent to persons 
already registered, some per- 


sons received several cards and 
even deceased persons were on 
mailing lists. 
Ms. Stick complained that her 
office received ho notice of the 
mailing and has been fielding as 
many as 500 telephone queries a 
day. 
She said one card was mailed 
to Secretary of State March 
Fong Eu, the state’s top elec­ 
tion officer. 
Boyer said that registration 
was slow this year, but ex­ 
pected it to “really catch on 
during the last two weekends 
(of the campaign).” 
All the registrars surveyed 
said the postcard system might 
help increase voter rolls but it 


may not help boost turnout at 
the polls in November. 
Boyer said the postcard 
system might also affect voter 
turnout figures adversely be­ 
cause greater numbers of 
“ m a rg in a l v o te r s ’’ w ill 
register. 
“Those are the people who 
find it easy to register under 
the new system but still don’t 
go out and vote,” he said. “The 
postcard system doesn’t get 
anyone to the polls.” 
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Reinecke to return 
to state politics 


ANAHEIM (UPI) — Former 
Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke says he 
will return to politics for the 
first time since his resignation 
in 1974 by running for vice- 
chairman of state Republican 
Party. 
Reinecke, 52, solicited pledge 
c; 
’s from delegates to the 
R 
ublican State Central Com­ 
mittee meeting and said he 
would definitely run for vice- 
chairman next February. 
“ The response was just 
tremendous, just overwhel­ 
ming.” he said Sunday, adding 
that he had contemplated the 
return to politics for 10 months 
but “really formed a hard deci­ 
sion in the last few weeks.” 
The vice-chairman tradition­ 
ally becomes state chairman 
two years later. 


Reinecke. once considered a 
leading candidate to succeed 
Ronald Reagan as governor, 
resigned as lieutenant governor 


Oct. 10.1974, minutes before he 
was given an 18-month suspend­ 
ed sentence for perjury. He 
steadfastly maintained his in­ 
nocence. 
Reinecke was convicted in 
federal court of lying to the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
about the date he first told 
former Attorney General John 
Mitchell about an International 
Telephone and Telegraph offer 
to help underwrite the 1972 
Republican National conven­ 
tion if it were held in San Deigo. 
His conviction was over­ 
turned last December on a 
technicality and, while the 
court did not rule on whether he 
had actually lied or not, 
Reinecke said he had been 
“completely” vindicated. 
Reinecke was considered the 
odds-on favorite to capture his 
party's nomination to succeed 
Ronald Reagan before the in­ 
dictment was returned. He was 
defeated by Houston Flournoy. 


Pollster sees rampant 


apathy amongst voters 


SANTA BARBARA (UPI) - 
A noted pollster says there is 
“rampant apathy” among vot­ 
ers this year and the first 
debate between President Ford 
and Jimmy Carter didn’t do 
anything to alleviate it. 
Mervin Field, head of the 
prestigious California Poll, told 
the annual Southern California 
United Press International Edi­ 
tors convention that the first 
debate was a “dud” as political 
entertainment. 
He said his private poll and 
other polling organizations 
showed that “apathy was ram­ 
pant across the land and neither 
candidate enthused the voters.” 
If that attitude continues 
through the final six weeks of 
the presidential campaign, he 
said, the voter turnout will be 
lower than expected and the 
D em ocratic nominee w ill 
probably suffer most. 


He said Carter also has to 
worry about the loss of votes to 
minority party candidates Lest­ 
er Maddox and Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy and about an unusual sl­ 
ippage of voters previously 
committed to him into undecid­ 
ed ranks 
Field said a survev last week. 


before the debate, gave Carter 
a lead in 23 states with 232 elec­ 
toral votes and Ford the lead in 
15 states with 81 electoral 
votes, while 13 states with 225 
electoral votes were undecided. 
That was bad news for 
Carter, he said, because a poll 
im m ediately after the two 
party conventions gave the 
Democratic nominee the lead in 
34 states with 419 electoral 
votes. That poll had 14 states 
with 77 electoral votes favoring 
Ford, and three states with 42 
electoral votes undecided. 
Field said the new “toss up" 
states include California, New 
York. New Jersey, Illinois and 
Indiana. 
Another convention speaker, 
editor and publisher Reg 
Murphy of the San Francisco 
Examiner, said the first month 
has proved false some earlier 
speculation that Carter was 
“uncatchable.” 
He criticized Carter’s inter­ 
view with “ Playboy” magazine 
as an “absolutely irresponsible 
act,” but said he had no fears 
about Carter’s religious beliefs. 
“ Baptists believe more than 
anyone else in separation ot 
religion and state,” he ex­ 
plained 


Buses expected to roll 
W ednesday in Los Angeles 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Striking mechanics approved a 
new contract Sunday boosting 
their wages and fringe benefits 
by 19 per cent over the next 
three years, and if transit direc­ 
tors go along today the buses 
will roll again on Wednesday. 
The mechanics, who walked 
off their jobs with drivers, 
voted by a narrow 387-257 
margin to accept the new con­ 
tract and end the strike that 
began Aug. 23 
The walkout has idled 760,000 
daily bus riders who normally 
ride Southern California Rapid 
Transit District buses in four 
counties 
Members of the Amalgamat­ 
ed Transit Union showed little 
enthusiasm for the pact. 
Several 
hundred members 
showed up for the meeting and 
did not vote, and scattered boos 
greeted the final vote announ­ 
cement 
“We re not happy with it at 
all,” union president Jerry 
Long said after the vote “We 
didn t make a recommendation 
one way or the other ” 
He told union m em bers 
earlier that negotiators were 
prepared to fight for better 
terms, but warned, "It could 
take 30 days or more before 
there is any change, and there 
is absolutely no guarantee that 
even then we would have a bet­ 
ter agreement than we have 
now ” 


The contract raises the pay of 
top mechanics to $9.22 an hour, 
counting 
cost-of-living 
in­ 
creases. by May, 1979. 
The agreement also sets up a 
new category for yard workers, 
persons who clean and fuel 
buses, hired after the pact is 
ratified. 
Workers now performing 
those jobs were paid $6 99 an 
hour and will get the same 
percentage boost as mechanics. 
But the new contract, in an ef­ 
fort to sa v e m oney for 
the RTD. provides that new 
employes in those jobs will be 
paid much less. 
In the last major dispute in 
discussions, union officials in­ 
sisted that the pay not drop 
below $5 an hour while the RTD 
held out for an hourly rate of 
$4.25 an hour. The issue was 
resolved when both sides 
agreed to accept the decision of 
a neutral arbitrator. 


“How can anybody take a job 
which, if management gets its 
way. will be paying $5 an hour 
three years from now?” one 
member complained after the 
vote 


“That is plain exploitation. 
You cannot support a family on 
that kind of money.” 


The contract also adds two 
holidays for a new total of 11. 
adds a fifth week of vacation 
after 17 years employment and 
improves pensions

OAKLAND. Calif. (UPI) - 
Patricia 
H earst’s seven-year 
se n ten c e on bank ro b b ery 
charges may turn her into a 
reluctant grand jury witness 
against Symbionese Liberation 
Army m em bers William and 
Emily H arris, according to her 
lawyers. 
A1 Johnson, one of the new­ 
spaper heiress’ attorneys, said 
of the sentence: “ It has shaken 
her confidence in the judicial 
system , with which she has 
been cooperating.” 
M iss H earst, 22, w as ex­ 
pected to be a lead-off witness 
before the A lam eda County 
G rand Ju ry today w hen it 
begins receiving evidence on 
the role of the H arrises in her 
kidnap from a Berkeley, Calif., 
apartm ent in February 1974. 
Miss H earst, daughter of San 
Francisco Exam iner President 
R an d o lp h A. H e a rs t, w as 
sen ten ced 
F rid a y by 
U.S 
D istrict Court Judge William 
H. Orrick for her role in an SLA 
holdup at a San F rancisco 
branch bank 10 weeks after she 
was kidnaped. 
H arris and his wife in a 19- 
count police com plaint were 
charged with being involved in 
the abduction. They were to ap­ 
pear in Municipal Court on Oct. 
7 for a prelim inary hearing on 
the com plaint. 
H ow ever, a 
grand jury indictm ent would 


im m ediately move the case into 
Superior Court. 
F. Lee Bailey, Miss H earst’s 
chief attorney, said in a motion 
for bail pending appeal of her 
robbery conviction: 


“ Im prisonm ent of the defend­ 
ant would result in a substan­ 
tial loss of effectiveness of the 
defendant in providing testim o­ 
ny in ancillary crim inal pro­ 
ceedings and her ability to 
provide such testim ony would 
be severely restricted .” 


In Los Angeles the H arrises 
were sentenced to 11 years in 
state prison for a gun battle and 
kidnap at an Inglewood sporting 
goods store. Miss H earst still 


has to stand trial on the sam e 
charges. 
H arris was nam ed as one of 
the m en who invaded M iss 
H earst’s apartm ent the night of 
the kidnap. His wife allegedly 
drove one of the getaw ay cars. 
Miss H earst’s fam ily and at­ 
torneys had expected Orrick to 
give her a lighter sentence, par­ 
ticularly because she has been 
cooperating with governm ent 
investigators. 
Johnson also pointed out that 
the sentence was “ not consist­ 
ent with many of the recom ­ 
mendations m ade by the psy­ 
chologists at the San Diego 
federal facility where she had 
been evaluated.” 


Proxmire blames V.A. for Gl 
overpayment of education benefit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. 
William Proxm ire, D-Wis., to­ 
day blamed the V eterans Ad­ 
m inistration for letting over­ 
paym ents of educational bene­ 
fits under the GI Bill get “ out of 
hand.” He said they topped $883 
million in fiscal 1976 alone. 
Proxm ire is chairm an of a 
Senate appropriations subcom­ 
m ittee that funds VA program s. 
He said the General Accounting 
Office estim ated early this year 
that the VA had paid about $1,4 
billion to veterans, who are not

actually attending classes, and 
that thè total for the year m ight 
reach $823 million. 
“ However, the latest quarter­ 
ly report, which gives final 
figures for fiscal 1976, indicates 
that overpaym ents for the year 
to ta le d $883,372.000 - $60 
million m ore than the GAO es- 
im ate,” Proxm ire said in a 
s ta te m e n t re le a se d by his 
Capitol office. 
“Clearly the overpaym ents 
situation rem ains out of hand,”

Nation's 
weather

Rain and fog contributed to 
two airplane crashes that killed 
14 persons Sunday and powerful 
storm s spawned tornadoes that 
left a score of persons injured. 
An executive je t m akingan in­ 
strum ent landing because of 
bad w eather at a resort air strip 
near Hot Springs, Va., crashed 
short of the runway Sunday, 
killing all 11 persons aboard. A 
single-engine plane crashed 
into the Illinois R iver a t Peoria, 
111., shortly after taking off in a 
rainstorm . All 3 persons aboard 
that plane were killed. 
Tornadoes ripped across In­ 
diana and Texas and powerful 
thunderstorm s raked the mid­ 
lands. 
At least 20 persons w ere in­ 
jured. one critically, as tor­ 
nadoes raked southeastern In­ 
diana Sunday afternoon and 
evening. 
Storm dam age w as heaviest 
at Seymour, Ind., where five 
homes w ere heavily dam aged 
and th e hom e of S eym our 
M ayor D onald E rn e s t w as 
destroyed. The tw ister also hit 
the Sky Haven Mobile Home 
Park on the city’s southwest 
side, w here several trailers 
w ere heavily dam aged and 
several injuries occurred. 
Eleven injuries w ere con­ 
firm e d a t S e y m o u r, w ith 
Lavina Arnold, 52, who was in­ 
jured at the trailer park, taken 
to Louisville (K y.) G eneral 
Hospital in critical condition. 
Other tw isters hit the Indiana 
towns of Elisabethtown, Cort­ 
land and Deputy, causing scat­ 
tered dam age and injuring a 
total of nine persons. 
All of the storm s hit without 
warning and it was only after 
the tornadoes had hit Cortland, 
Elizabethtow n and Seym our 
that the National W eather Ser­ 
vice issued a tornado warning. 
The warning did not include 
Jefferson County, where a tor­ 
nado hit an hour later. 
Tornadoes, large hail and 
damaging winds also hit Texas. 
Several tw isters struck in 
south Texas near Bay City and 
McAllen Sunday night. Some 
dam age was reported in the 
McAllen area but there w ere no 
reports of injuries. “

It was a performance Dallas Cowboy 
fans have come to expect from Roger 
Staubach and it was an effort the New 
England Patriots hope to see for years to 
come from Steve Grogan. 
Staubach, masterful despite a second- 
half downpour that made every pass an 
adventure, rallied the Cowboys three 
times and finally set up Efren Herrera’s 
game-winning, 32-yard field goal with 
three seconds left that enabled Dallas to 
defeat Baltimore, 30-27, in a battle of un­ 
beaten clubs. 
Grogan, the Patriots’ second-year 
quarterback passed for two touchdowns 
and ran for another to rally the New 
England Patriots to a stunning 30-27 up­ 
set of the NFL champion Pittsburgh 
Steelers. 
Staubach, who had his finest day as a 
pro with a 22-of-28 passing performance 
for 341 yards, put the Cowboys ahead, 27- 
24, with 3:27 left on a 38-yard TD pass to 
Billy Joe DuPree. But Baltimore, with 
gutty Bert Jones at the controls, got a 24- 
yard field goal from Toni Linhart with 
only 28 seconds left that tied the game 
and seemed certain to send it into over­ 
time.

Then Staubach. starting at his own 32, 
hit Drew Pearson for 16 yards and then 
threw toward Golden Richards The pass 
was incomplete but interference was 
ruled against linebacker Derrel Luce and 
Dallas had the ball with 12 seconds left at 
the Colts’ 32. Another 18-yard pass to 
Pearson set up Dallas at the 14 and 
Herrera kicked the game winner. 
Staubach has now hit 56-of-78 passes 
for 822 yards in three games. 
Grogan rallied New England from a 
20-9 deficit with third-quarter TD passes 
of 38 yards to Russ Francis and 58 yards 
to Darryl Stingley. Grogan then scored 
on a six-yard run early in the final 
quarter to put the Pats ahead. Steeler 
fumbles led to John Smith’s field goals of 
42, 40 and 26 yards.

Royals get their 


kicks 
blocked

The Lompoc Braves did not score a 
touchdown Friday night against the San 
Marcos Royals, nor did the Braves com­ 
plete a forward pass, nor have a run 
longer than 12 yards. 


But they did block a whole bunch of 
punts, and play super defense, and win, 
5-0. 
Babe Ruth probably won’t object if 
Lompocans start calling Richard Aguilar 
“the Sultan of Swat.” For Aggie, blocked 
kicks are like salted peanuts — he can’t 
stop with just one. Friday, he blocked the 
first two punts San Marcos attempted. 


The third time the Royals punted, 
everyone in the stadium was watching 
Aguilar, including the Royals’ blocking 
back. So Bill Surch raced in from the left 
side and blocked the punt, knocking it out 
of the end zone for a safety. 
Having three straight punts blocked is 
only slightly more embarrassing than 
running onto the field with your helmet 
on backwards. 
“That just goes to show you how im­ 
portant specialty teams and the kicking 
game is," said Royals’ coach Sut Puiloa, 
glumly. 
The kicking game accounted for Lom­ 
poc’s first three points, a Ronnie Garcia 
21-yard field goal. Who says there’s no 
foot in football? 
The blocked punts were the spec­ 
tacular part of Lompoc’s game, but let’s 
not overlook the offense and defense. 
The offense gave the Royals a lesson in 
classic ball control. Well, almost classic. 
The Braves did fumble twice inside the 
Royals’ five both times shortly after 


Aguilar punt blocks. 
But without completing a single pass, 
the Braves hogged the ball and punched 
their way up and down the field, eating 
up yardage and the clock. 


Lompoc s opening drive was a classic. 
It covered 64 yards in 12 plays and took 
over 5*'2 minutes, and ended with Gar­ 
cia's field goal. 
“That was a super drive.” said Puiloa, 
drawing on a cigarette in the Royals' 
coaches office. 


In the first quarter. Lompoc ran off 21 
offensive plays, to four for the Royals. 
Lompoc ran the ball 30 times before 
trying its first and last pass. 
They got away with it this time, but 
Lompoc coach Mike Warren knows that 
even the runningest teams have to pass 
occasionally. 
"1 would think, yes, that we probably 
need to be more balanced between the 
run and the pass.” said Warren, as he 
relaxed at home yesterday — viewing 
movies of the game. “ But as long as 
we re able to run the ball, that won’t be a 
big concern of mine. 
“I feel like we can throw the ball We 
were doing a good job running the ball, 
and in a 5-0 game, it (passing) just never 
seemed like the thing to do We had two 
other pass plays called, but didn't throw 
Like I said, if everything’s not perfect, 
we won't throw.” 
The loss of fullback Mike Walker won’t 
help the Braves’ attack Walker left the 
game during the first series, holding onto 
a dislocated elbow He’ll be out at least 
two weeks. And Walker, remember, is 
also a starting linebacker. 


Lompoc Tailback Calvin Boler danced 
his way to 84 yards on 22 carries. Pat 
Fridrich ran for 45 yards, also from the 
tailback spot, and sub fullback Perry 
Self added 31. 


If the Lompoc offense was quietly ef­ 
ficient. the defense was equally busines­ 
slike and studly The Royals never got 
within 37 yards of the goal line They 
only made it over midfield three times 
Fullback Doug MacKenzie took game 
rushing honors with 85 yards, but. like 
Boler, he had to work for every yard 
The Royals were simply not able to 
sustain a drive. 
Even so. San Marcos was never 
more than one play away from winning 
the ballgame. 
With just over a minute left in the 
game, a San Marcos receiver broke open 
long, but was overthrown A couple San 
Marcos coaches saw it as an obvious 
pass intereference on comerback Perrv 
Self. 
Warren saw it as a legal, legitimate, 
good defensive play. So did the refs. 
Warren had special praise for Self, 
who went both ways at two tough 
positions, sophomore Bill Rieck. who 
filled in for Walker at linebacker: 
flanker Frank Silva, for his blocking; 
strong tackle Dave Huyck. an improved 
player on an improved offensive line 
defensive linemen Rick Dimitt and Dave

Cabrillo coach Ed Knowles can’t un­ 
derstand it. His Conqs beat Dos Pueblos 
in almost every category except for the 
most important one: points scored The 
Chargers took that category as they 
defeated the hapless Conqs 20-7 at UCSB 
Stadium Friday night. 
“We were very disappointed," said a 
dejected Knowles. “ We feel we out­ 
played them When we got on the bus we 
didn’t feel defeated.” 
Knowles’ frustration is understan­ 
dable. Cabrillo racked up some impres­ 
sive stats against the Chargers, in­ 
cluding: 
- Twelve first downs to DP’s six The 
Conqs had 10 in the first half to the 
Chargers' two, but still were outscored 
in the first half 17-0. 
- Cabrillo had 163 yards rushing, 
while the Conqs’ defense held DP to 98 
yards rushing, and only 19 in the first 
half. 
— Cabrillo’s Jim Dahlmann didn’t 
have to raise his foot once to punt in the 
first half - the Chargers gave up the 
ball via the punt five times. 
- The Conqs completed 63 per cent of 
their passes to DPs’ 25 per cent 
— Cabrillo running back Ron Carney 
was the game's leading rusher with 110 
yards - more than the entire Charger of­ 
fense gained on the ground 
— Also, the Conqs gained more total 
yards (197) than DP (192), lost fewer 
yards to penalties (65 to 70), and ran 


more scrimmage plays (59 to 56). 
How did Cabrillo lose? 
“Turnovers,” states Knowles matter 
of factly “We gave up the ball on fum­ 
bles three times, we threw an intercep­ 
tion for a touchdown, and were forced to 
try for a field goal (which they didn’t 
make) at the end of a long drive.” 
It looked like Cabrillo would walk off 
with the game after the first five 
minutes, as the Conqs held DP, then 
marched 65 yards to the Dos Pueblos 15. 
But losses by Carney and quarterback 
Mark Westover forced a 21-yard field 
goal try by Carney, and it went wide 
Then mistakes really started to hurt. 
Carney fumbled and Westover fumbled 
and threw an interception. The turnovers 
were turned into a field goal and two 
touchdowns. The first TD was a 60-vard 
pass caught by flanker Don Foster. The 
second was a 66-yard interception return 
by Dan Daly. 
Bob Wolf kicked a 19-yard field goal in 
the last quarter, and with a 20-0 lead, 
coach Charger coach Dick Mires sent in 
his subs. 
The Conqs finally scored with less than 
five minutes left in the game, on a 
Westover run It was the start of a mmi- 
comeback, as Cabrillo took over again 
after a Charger punt, and Carney, who 
impressed Knowles with his all-out ef­ 
fort in the game, gained 10 yards 
But Westover fumbled the ball away, 
the Chargers ran out the clock, and 
Knowles was left in a state of bewilder- 


“We still played a good game.” insists 
Knowles. “After the Compton game <28- 
12 Cabrillo win) we felt down because we 
hadn’t played as good ” 
Even Mires was impressed with 
Cabrillo 
“ From everything w e’ve seen. 
Cabrillo is an excellent ball team We 
have a lot of respect for Carney and 
Dahlmann They are definitely a con­ 
tender for the Northern League cham­ 
pionship. 
“I’m very happy with our win,” Mires 
continued “ I feel we were very for­ 
tunate to capatalize on their mistakes, 
like the interception ” 
Knowles was asked to compare his 
first two opponents, Dos Pueblos or 
Compton. 
“Compton was much quicker and had 
better athletes. Dos Pueblos didn’t really 
move the ball; on defense we were able 
to move it against them. But they are 
much better coached 
“Our guards, Kurt Garmen and Greg

“I tried putting my shoulders into my swing all the way, not 
stopping halfway through as I was doing and suddenly I lost my up- 
shoot.” 
Snead, who outlasted Johnny Miller to win the Kaiser with a 72- 
hole score of 14-under-par 274, said his driver had deserted him to 
the point where he never was sure where the ball was going. 
It was Snead’s second victory of 1976. 
“ I didn’t make many mistakes this week,” he said, “And that 
was the difference.” 
Miller had predicted 14 under par would win the tournament 
when he was tied for third after Saturday’s play. 
“I’ve proved a pretty good prophet although I didn’t come up 
with it,’’ he said.

Bell vs. Tyler

Ricky Bell of USC and UCLA’s Wendell Tyler are staging a red- 
hot battle for rushing honors on the West Coast. 
Bell, a known quantity since last year when he led the country in 
rushing, rattled off 177 yards in the Trojans’ 31-13 romp over Pur­ 
due while Tyler gained 156 yards to set a new school record in 
UCLA’s 40-7 rout of Air Force. 
Tyler’s performance gave him a career total of 2,519 yards, 24 
yards better than the UCLA mark set three years ago by Kermit 
Johnson. 
The weekend victories by USC and UCLA, along with those by 
California, Stanford and Oregon, gave the Pacific-8 Conference 
something to smile about after two dismal weeks. 
California, its long-lost ground game on the beam, defeated 
Arizona State. 31-22 . Stanford downed cross-county rival San Jose, 
State. 28-23; and Oregon recovered in the second half to down 
Utah, 21-13. 
Two Pac-8 entries from the State of Washington, however, fell to 
Big Ten foes. Indiana downed Washington. 20-13, and Wisconsin 
outscored Washington State, 35-26. Oregon State was idle. 
Bell, held to under 100 yards for one of the few times last year by 
the Boilermakers, scored once to complement the passing of Vince 
Evans and the two TD plunges of Mosi Tatupu. The Trojans were 
hard-pressed in the first half and didn’t put the game out of reach 
until three scoring bursts in the final two periods. 
Tyler, a 5-10, 190-pound speedster, scored once as the Bruins 
recorded their third straight victory. 
Quarterback Joe Roth had less than an average night — com­ 
pleting only 10-27 — 102 yards — but Tom Newton and Markey 
Crane both rushed for 102 yards and Oliver Hillmon added another 
77 to power California to its first victory. 
At Stanford, Guy Benjamin, given a starting role, bested San 
Jose State’s Steve DeBerg in a superb passing duel. Benjamin, who 
completed 25 of 41 passes for 277 yards and a pair of scores, had to 
bring the Cardinals back from a nine-point deficit in the fourth 
quarter to pull it out. DeBerg was 21-34—235 and a TD as the 
Spartans lost their first game after three victories. 
George Bennett scored twice and Roy Geiger booted a pair of 
field goals in the second half to boost Oregon past Utah. 
Although San Jose State lost, three Pacific Coast Athletic As­ 
sociation teams also recorded victories. Fresno State downed Mon­ 
tana State, 24-10; Long Beach State blanked Northern Illinois, 37-0 
and Pacific beat Hawaii, 21-12 
Among the nonconference teams, San Diego State defeated 
Bowling Green, 27-15 and Los Angeles State downed Sacramento

Polly’s Pointers 


Growing gardenias 
is demanding work 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR F’OLLY — I would like some advice from the 
readers concerning the care of gardenia plants My two- 
year-old plant is growing quite tall, but has had very 
small blooms and has only bloomed twice. 1 have it in­ 
doors now, but it was outside in the sun. The results 
there were the same I have gotten no real information 
by calling nurseries and would be grateful for any infor­ 
mation. — C.M.J. 
DEAR C.M.J. — From what 1 have been able to learn, 
gardenias demand very exacting conditions for bloom­ 
ing. This includes full sunlight and frequent watering to 
keep the buds from dropping and the leaves green and 
glossy. They need acid soil, moist air and night 
temperatures from 68 degrees to 85 degrees and day 
temperatures from 72 to 75 degrees. One of my sons has 
a dozen or more beautiful gardenia plants in his yard in 
California that bloom profusely. Perhaps yours are 
growing too tall and would bloom more if pinched back a 
bit. Perhaps some readers.will have other ideas for you.

DEAR FHXLLY — My Pet Peeve is that so many of the cards 
that come in boxes are birthday cards With the prohibitive 
cost of postage and inflation, many of us have to curtail on 
sending so many birthday greetings, but do try to send sym­ 
pathy, convalescent and “new baby" messages.

It seemed to twist or he would tear off 
the loops I finally found the solution was to have him put on 
the robe while I pinned the belt in place. Then I machine 
stitched it to the robe. I stitched both top and bottom for about 
ten inches across the back, but not entirely across. Now his 
belt stays in place and there is no more sewing on of loops —

DEAR MRS. F.J.D. — I have stitched robe belts from top to 
bottom over each side seam asd in the center back after pin­ 
ning, so any fullness is in the proper places. — POLLY.

New teacher power 


The Reporter, a publication 
of the National Education As­ 
sociation, recently carried a 
banner headline proclaiming: 
“Teacher Power Is Now.” The 
story under the banner noted 
that the summer of 1976 
marked a turning point for 
America’s teachers — “the 
time when teacher power 
matured into political power.” 
Consider . these signs of 
maturity: 
At their annual meeting in 
Miami Beach in June, nearly 
8,000 teacher delegates paved 
the way for the association’s 
first endrsement of a U.S. 
presidential candidate. 
In July, 172 teacher 
delegates and 93 alternates 
joined with other represen­ 
tatives of labor to become a 
“ major force’’ at the 
Democratic National Conven­ 
tion in New York City. 
In August, another group of 
teacher delegates and alter- 


nates, 50 strong, traveled to 
Kansas City to add their views 
to the decision-making at the 
Republican National Conven­ 
tion. 
Teachers have come to 
recognize, says the as­ 
sociation’s president John 
Ryor, “that we are a for­ 
midable force in the life of this 
nation.” Through participa­ 
tion in the political arena, “we 
will have the means and the 
will and the way to finally 
begin to achieve quality educa­ 
tion in America.” 
Now, without a doubt, 
quality education is something 
everybody wants in America, 
even if everyone may not 
agree with the NEA that more 
and more federal involvement 
is the way to get it, or may 
wonder what the association’s 
support of the right of public 
workers to strike or ratifica­ 
tion of the Equal Rights 
Amendment have to do with it. 


But there may also be some 
people, and one hopes the 
majority of teachers are in­ 
cluded among them, who cling 
to the old-fashioned belief that 
the real teacher power is what 
it has always been — the 
power to mold and inspire 
young people, to instill in them 
the desire for knowledge and 
self-improvement and service 
to their fellows that will in­ 
fluence them throughout their 
lives. 
Teachers have the right to 
organize, to bargain, to en­ 
dorse issues and candidates 
and to vote and otherwise par­ 
ticipate in the political arena, 
just like any other citizens. 
But it would be an immense 
pity if, in its new-found 
political power, the NEA tran­ 
sformed itself into just 
another muscle group telling 
itself that what is good for it is 
necessary and always what is 
good for everybody else.

A break for tax cheats 


WASHINGTON - Over the strong 
protests of his own enforcement of­ 
ficials, Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Donald Alexander last year struck a key 
question off the income tax forms. The 
question, which simply asked the tax­ 
payers whether they maintained a 
foreign account, was intended to catch 
tax evaders. 


Big-time criminals, 
from 
c o r p o r a te 
e m b e z z le r s 
to 
mobsters, use secret 
foreign bank accounts 
to escape paying U.S. 
Taxes. The taxes they 
avoid, of course, must 
be made up by the 
honest taxpayers. 


The question about 
foreign bank accounts 
has been used by the 
IRS to tra p tax 
c h e a t e r s . 
In th e 
biggest tax haven case 
in history, for exam­ 
ple, Ohio businessman 
Jack Payner has been 
indicted for falsely answering “no” to 
the question. 


Yet Alexander began maneuvering to 
remove the foreign bank account ques­ 
tion from the tax form even before he 
was sworn in as Internal Revenue com­ 
missioner. It is an interesting coin­ 
cidence that his former Cincinnati law 
firm has been linked to a tax haven bank 
in the Bahamas. 


An IRS informant in the Bahamas 
swiped a Rolodex off the desk of Michael 
Wolstengroft, director of the Castle 
Bank and Trust. Three cards on the 
Rolodex contained names of lawyers in 
Alexander's old firm. We were able to 
reach only one of the attorneys, who said 
he had no idea how his name got on the 
Rolodex. 


On May 22, 1973. exactly one week 
before Alexander took his oath of office, 
he began a behind-the-scenes campaign 
to eliminate the foreign bank account 
question from the tax forms. He 
forwarded a letter dealing with an un­ 
related subject, from a South Carolina 
lawyer to the IRS committee that deals 
with tax forms. In an accompanying 
memo, intended for official eyes only, 
Alexander brought up the foreign bank 
account question.

He followed the memo with pressure 
to remove the troublesome question 
from the tax forms. This was opposed by 
his enforcement people. John Olszewski, 
then the IRS intelligence chief, wrote in 
a confidential memo. “The loss of this 
(question) would seriously restrict our 
efforts to identify those who would use 
foreign banking facilities in avoidance 
and evasion schemes." 


A sim ilar m em o from Edward 
Morgan, then the assistant treasury 
secretary in charge of enforcement, also 
advised Alexander that the question “is a 
factor in the Treasury Department’s ef­ 
forts to combat the use of foreign bank 
accounts to facilitate illegal activities.” 
Morgan added sternly that “dropping it 
from the tax returns at this time would 
be counter-productive.” 


Yet Alexander ignored the adviceof the 
law enforcement experts and finally suc­ 
ceeded in removing the question in June, 
1975. The notes of the confidential IRS 
meeting indicate that he didn’t even con­ 
sult the Tresury and Justice Depart­ 
ments before finally striking the ques­ 
tion off the tax forms.

SUSPICIOUS THAIS: The Thai 
government is quietly investigating a 
questionable deal between a Thai airline 
and a U.S. aircraft manufacturer. 


The Thais want to find out why the air­ 
line. Thai International, paid McDonnell 
Douglas Corp. $2 million more per plane 
than was charged to the airways. Thai in­ 


vestigators are also suspicious, say our 
sources, because the government-owned 
airline made a down payment before the 
transaction was approved by the Thai 
cabinet. This violated government 
regulations. 
As part of the investigation, the Thai 
government has sent its communications 
secretary. Dr. Gun Nagamati, to the 
United States to do a little probing. He 
has met privately with Securities and 
Exchange officials and Senate in­ 
vestigators. 
A McDonnell spokesman told us it was 
against company policy to discuss the 
terms of the Thai transaction. We have 
obtained a confidential cable, however, 
in which the corporation’s president, 
Sanford N. McDonnell, denies any im­ 
propriety. Corporation officials have 
also assured the Thais privately that the 
company did not “bribe or promise to 
pay money to any airline or government 
official." A spokesman for the Thai em­ 
bassy confirmed the details of the in­ 
vestigation 
Footnote: In an unrelated investiga­ 
tion. the Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission has been looking into payments 
by McDonnell to foreign officials Tlie 
company has already admitted that ap­ 
proximately $2.5 million was paid to of­ 
ficials of foreign governm ents or 
government-owned airlines between 
January. 1970 and June, 1975.

Berry’s World 
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Abortion as a campaign issue 


In the space of a week, from two 
august sources we were all advised to 
stop asking the Presidential candidates 
how they feel about abortion. Mr. James 
Jackson Kilpatrick was one, and there is 
no one around whose advice, as a general 
rule, I’d sooner take even blindfolded. 
The other is the editorial board of the 
New York Times, a 
huge magnetic field 
useful primarily for 
orienting your com­ 
pass to the wrong 
direction. The con­ 
vergence of the two 
requires one to ex­ 
amine the proposition. 
It is this. Abortion 
(they tell us) is fun­ 
damentally a religious 
issue — most con­ 
spicuously, a Catholic 
issue. It is a violation 
of the trad ition al 
separation of church 
and state to impose 
upon m em bers of 
other religious sects 
the views of any one religious sect. 
Moreover, there are simply too many is­ 
sues around — population, energy, 
crime, foreign policy, unemployment, 
taxation, inflation — to warrant the 
superordination of abortion over all 
others Under the circumstances, in ad­ 
dition to its being a violation of the 
protocols of church-state, it is something 
approaching fanaticism to go about ask­ 
ing candidates how they feel about abor­ 
tion, and then deciding, on the basis of 


their answer to that one question alone, 
how you are going to vote. To do this is to 
be maimed by what the French call a 
fausse idee claire. 
Now this analysis appears to be plausi­ 
ble. but it breaks down under scrutiny. 
Let us concede that abortion as a 
single issue can be taken to ludicrous 
lengths During the thirties and forties, 
there was a doctor-professor in New 
Haven who would join any organization 
that favored socialized medicine. He 
asked only that one question, no other: 
and by that mechanism, he managed to 
end up belonging to something like 45 
Communist fronts — for the simple 
reason that among the demands of the 
Communists is the socialization of 
everything, including medicine. By the 
same token, the anti-abortionist who 
asks only what a candidate's position is 
on abortion, could conceivably end up by 
sporting on election day a pacifist, or a 
Nazi, or God help us, a prohibitionist. 
But allowing for the intelligent 
avoidance of silly reductionism, what 
question is more important than whether 
the fetus is human? A great moral in­ 
sight is a great moral insight irrespec­ 
tive of its provenance It is true that the 
anti-abortion movement is perceived as 
a substantially Catholic movement, but 
it is by no means nourished by exclusive­ 
ly Catholic theology Jews and Protes­ 
tants in significant numbers are opposed 
to abortion for religious reasons 
It isn t a religion that tells them that 
thou shait not kill a fetus, but a religion 
that tells them that thou shalt not kill a 
human being 
It is scientific, not 


religious, evidence that leads them to 
believe, as so many doctors and scien­ 
tists are coming to believe, that a fetus is 
in every crucial respect except one a 
human being, entitled, therefore, to be 
treated as one would a day-old baby. 
A little over a hundred years ago, the 
abolitionists began to move in on the 
political parties. For them, too, there 
were great problems confronting our 
abolescent society. But the greatest of 
these was the need to answer the ques­ 
tion whether a man born black is 
nevertheless a man. 
It is difficult to persuade ourselves, 
one century later, that these men were 
parochial, or morally misguided John 
Brown gave abolition a bad name, as 
some Americans by unconstructive 
behavior have given anti-abortion a bad 
name But the issue is a genuine issue, 
and it takes only a little thought to 
recognize that it is preeminently the 
greatest of all issues Because if it is 
true — if 100 years from now Americans 
will look back in horror at our abortion 
clinics, even as we look back now in 
horror at the sla v e m ark ets in 
Charleston, South Carolina — that the 
fetus is human, then to destroy him as in- 
souciantly as we would, say, squirt a 
blast of insecticide at a mosquito, or 
order another drink, is appalling. 
Those who believe that the fetus is 
human, like those who believed the 
Negro was human, cannot do less than 
seek to share their insight with others, 
and to demand that their politicians ac­ 
cept corporate responsibility for the 
protection of human life

wanted to build a nice 
bunkhouse for his 
farm workers because 
he was concerned over 
reports of squalid liv­ 
ing conditions He had 
been h ou sin g h is 
workers in an older 
single family dwelling 
on his property. 
He sta r te d la st 
Jan uary 
and im ­ 
mediately ran into a 
welter of rules and 
regulations 
His first expense 
was $700 for blueprints 
and several hundred 
m ore d o lla r s for 
engineering costs. 
He then found an environmental im­ 
pact report was required to obtain a con­ 
ditional use permit and because a 
neighbor objected he had to appeal to the 
county board of supervisors He had to 
hire an attorney and getting the permit 
dragged out for two months. When he 
started, the original cost estimate was 
$63,000 It’s $75,000 or better now. 
When this was straightened out, he 
found he had to meet the mynad codes 
and requirements of the county planning 
and building inspectors. Department of 
Public Health, county fire department 
and the California Department of Hous­ 
ing and Community Development. 
Requirements included a fire hose in the 
bunk room, two smoke detectors, fire 
hose connections outside the building, 
shower partitions (later dropped) 
specific septic tank plans, commercial 
kitchen equipment because he had a full­ 
time cook, and, naturally, fees for most 
of the requirements. 
He has now been told that he must app­ 
ly for a state license to operate the 
facility but so far he has refused 
“I would have to pay $25 for the license 
and $6 per man and if the number of men 
actually living at the bunkhouse goes up, 
even by one, I would have to get a new 
license," he was quoted as saying. 
Gonsalves says that despite all his ef­ 
forts and expense, he’s still in violation 
of some 20 various requirements. He's 
appealed to his assemblyman who had 
this to say: 
“Gonsaives is building something bet­ 
ter than state standards and he's being 
harassed Yet. we re putting out state 


money to other entities to build farm 
labor housing and they won't be as good 
as his 
It's sort of ‘M alice in 
Wonderland ”’
